1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

That title doesn't reflect applicant's luggage with a handle and wheel assembly. 

2. The drawings are objected to because Figure 1 doesn't appear to show the lower 
plate member 1 1 on the top side of the lower mounting seat member 12. In Figure 1 it 
appears as though the lower plate member is below the lower mounting seat member. 
Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to 
the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement 
drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version 
of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an 
amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be 
canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and 
where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes 
made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for consistency.

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-6 are objected to as containing language which renders the claims 
functional and incomplete. 

In claim I applicant claims a fabric shell as disposed to surrounding the upright - 
tubular member, said upper and lower mounting seat members and said upper and 
lower horizontal plate members. Therefore if the pull handle has a mounting seat, it 
would appear that it must be fastened to the upper mounting seat member, upper 
horizontal plate member and also the fabric shell if it is disposed externally of the shell- 
unless applicant provides an opening in the shell exposing the mounting seat and plate 
members. 

Applicant is advised that this same observation holds true for the wheel unit of 
claim 4 and foot post unit of claim 5. If they are disposed externally of the shell then it- 
would appear that they must also be fastened to the shell as well as the other members. 

Moreover there doesn't appear to be sufficient structure of an extension handle 
to be capable of being extendable and retractable through the shell as claimed in claim 
2. It may be noted that some extendable handles are hinged and fold. It the handle - 
goes through the shell it would appear that there must be some opening in the shell for 
it to pass through the shell to the upright member which has been claimed as being 
surrounded by the shell. 

4. Claims 1 -6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patents show other luggage constructions.
